When F, W. Brown “blew” into 
Banff the beautiful, ten days ago 
claiming to be the duly appointed 
police magistrate of the town. Banff 
got eahy right away. His authority 
wae questioned despite the fact that 
he carried a letter of introduction 
from Deputy Attorney - General 
Browning, but no mention was made 
of the appointment 

Some time after hie arrival an im- 
portant case came up for hearing and 
‘Rrown was called on to. preside, He 
heard several other minor cases im- 
posing fines. Butall the time there 
was a suspicion that he was “sailing 
under false colors.” Attorney-General 
Brownlee was communieted with, 
and while it was found that Brown is 
aduly authorized police magistrate 
the department never appointed him

During his short tenure of office 
Brown heard several liquor cases and 
now it is found that he has the powers 
of a police magistrate, alleged offend-

( Experimental Farm Note ) 


The safest crops for the Northern homesteader are Oats, Rye 
and Graé®. As a rule he can cut Wild Hay on the start and if he 
lives in the park belt. with bluffs to hold snow, he can by fencing 
stock of ‘dt! portion of his quarter, fireguarding this portion and 
running dlepring fire over it say every second year, following 
this up BY piling the down stuff and grubbing out scattering 
trees orclumps of willow and brush, gradually extend his 
mowing ‘tiren, ensuring a small-to-medium crop of hay at least 
every alfernate year for quite a number of years to come, 
Favored'ateas will stand annual cutting. Incidentally, he will 
be gradually and inexpensively getting his land ready for the 
breaking plow, the hay crop paying for the clearing, if he does 
not rush operations too fast. Autumn and spring grazing 
together with the extensive clearing of all the scrub belts would 
defeat the plan, resulting in a sodbound condition with little or 


no hay
